rpKE lapse of time has done little to 
^ repair the loss McOill suffered a 
year ago today when it was bereaved 
by the death of Sir; Arthur. Curiic, 
Principal and Vice-chancellor of Mc- 
Oill, who passed aw^y in the Ross 
Memorial Hospital following a linger- 
ing illness of several weeks. The last 
public function Sir Arthur attended 
was at the opening, of the Neurological 
Institute, shortly after which he con- 
tracted an illness, and died on No- 
vember 30. 

It is generally believed that ^ir 
Arthur's Illness ' was brought on as 
a result of work Into v.'hlch he threw 
hliiiieir too strenuously He was con- 
fined to his bed pzrnianently on No- 
vènib;r 7th, 1933. Tlie hoîpltal de- 
scHbed his condition as a "blockage of 
a small vessel in tha raid-brain with- 
out the inv(>l\''cmcnt: of any. of the 
higher centres." ; . ' 

Entered IlospitàP 
. ,On the -foUowins day, Wcdujiday, 
November 8th, Sir Arthur entered the 
Ross Meiiiorial Hoiapltal where his con- 
dition, 'was desiciribed as being . very 
critical. This news wu^ extremely sud- 
den as he had seemed to be In perfect 
health when he had attended the 
foo^tball game the Saturday preceding. 

During the next few days he showed 
slow but steady improvement and the 
four men in attendance. Dr. J. C. 
Meakins, Dr. C F. Martin, Dr. C. K. 
Ruasel, and Dr. W. O. Penfield ex- 
pressed some hopes oi his possible re- 
covo^/ tliiiring this period many mes- 
sages, hoping for his recovery were re- 
ceive4, among wtifch was a cable from 
the khig and a no:e from the Can- 
adian Battalion War Veterans.. Sir 
Andrew McPhail ^pa'.d him a gldwihg 
tribute In'fthe Armistice JSlay a^diness} 
More telegrams were constantly behiig 
received, atnong .them' being messages 
fibm .the, Earl Jelilooe, aiid the Right 
Honorable'; j|jH,' S^etary of

Bom in Ontario 

Sir Arthur Currie was born in .On- 
tario on Decembbi' . 5th; 1875. iHe 
taught, school In SidnCTikfo fest x^ 
ûhtii 19iM. ■À'ty'tha^^^^ 
a Lieutenant in ; the 5th . Rcgimcni; 
Canadian Artillery. He had Joined the 
army in. 1897. .Over in Prance he rose 
from the rank of . Colonel, . granted in 
January , of 1913, to that of Command- 
er of the Canadian Corps. Upon his 
return to this cojintry.in-.lOW hc was 
promoted to the; rànlt;pf !dcneral.'. 

Il) 1920, he was'^ appointed .to the 
pdlsijijQh ; of Principal of and Vice- 
chancellor at McOill University.. This 
position ^ he held until his death last 
year.. At- the time of liis demise he was 
fifty-seven years old/ '

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T was exwflyfoSe year today that Sir 
Arthur Currie, for thirteen years 
K^rincipal and Vice-Chancellor of McGill, 
^jieparted this earth. Taking sick shortly 
??^fter the opening of the college term, Sir 
Arthur lay in a hospital some three weeks, 
during which time his condition went from 
bad to worse, and on November 3pth the 
family, a sorrowing university, and a sor- 
rowing nation. The cause of his death was 
often, attributed to over-work, as was most 
ll^^lpSir Arthur used to throw all his 
p|IB^^nâ;vitality into his daily activities. 
JîiklIpîSiPArthur was undouibtedly a great 
Ms man, both in peace and War. ;^^ar, his 
achievements arè too well-kriown?t<freiiuire 
adnumbration ; rising from the rank of 
gunner in the Canadian Garrison Artillery, 
.^é, gained the signal honour of being ap- 
Sîftiôîntedito the supreme command of the 
'^^lŒKlîOTt Corps in 1917. Imbued with 
■ in ever-presènt sense of duty and of 
I? w fidelity, he led the Canadian forces through 
those four horrible years bringing them 
forth with a great reputation.

Éî^: McGill will always " remember the 
date of Sir Arthur's death, not as a mere 
date, but as the anniversary of one of the 
best friends she ever had. There really 
are no words with which we can give 
çjadequate satisfaction to the memory of this 
îèiinan. Always a leader, his was. a life of 
^fservice and sacrifice for others. His 
lUkindly dignified isincerity engendered faith 
:tnd cooperation in those under him. 




I Some Notable Overture* 

■ AMONG the works which form the backbone of 
I orchestral programme, the great overtures 
I ioom very large. Strictly speakhia, an overture la 
; the prelude to an opéra, but many operatic over- 
tures remain effective when completely divorced 



from thtffiteg^MMjwiw^ 
reallaeWel!pSm5ltIeSl^^ 
form, and several fine overtures exist as independ- 
ent pieces, complete in themselves. 

Tlie overture idea goes back to the seventeenth 
century, to the tUne of. Ijouisii' 
musician Lully. 
facing his court entertainments with a slow intro- 
duction, followed by a qiilck movement in the fugal 
style, with a dance or two -thrown in. Moisart knd 
Gluck deyei(^ed^._thé. idea still farther, and soon in- 
troduced a* cpiluectlini'be^ the prelude and the 
opera itself, either by indudng in the audience the 
appropriate frame of mind, or by bringing in actual 
melodies from tlie opera proper. Gluck's overture 
to 'Iphlgenle en AuUde,' and Mozai-t's to 'Don Gio- 
vanni' and the 'Magic Flute,' are excellent examples 
of the operatic overture before 1800. There Is an 
interesting resemblance between the classical' Over- 
tui-e seen to these works, and the Sonata-allegro 
form— an example of parallel evolution. 

Vnder Bach and Handel the form was used for 
Independent concert pieces, hiany of which are 
still popular. Rossini and the Italians made their 
contribution. : In overtures like that to his 'An- 
àcréon,' Cherubini was a direct and powerful in- 
spiration to Beethoven. 

Beethoven had a feeling for drama, and his 
^best overtures ai-e dramas in themselves. Further, 
they seem to hint at something new, at a brqeden- 
tog-out of ethical horiaons. Those to 'Corioïàiiiu' 
and 'Egmont,' as they' now stand, have no opéri» 
attaohed. Tlie overtures called 'Leonora' belong to 
the opera 'Fidelio.' 'Leonora No. 3' tells almost the 
whole story, moral and all. It is a fasclnoting work. 

Of even greater significance to the history of 
the overture, and of opera Itself, was the work of 
Carl Maria von Weber. Hie overture to the roman- 
tic opera 'Der Freischutz,' when it appeared in 1820, 
symbolised for the German people the complete 
emanc^tlon of Uwh- lyric stage from the tyranny 
of French and Italian traditions. It is not too much

To come down to morei mbdém times, we find 
the Overture as an orcheetral form being replooed 
by its offsprhig the Symphonic Poem, or "Tone 
Poem, This free, medium of expression has be^n 
widely used by modern composers. It owes its birth 
to the boldness and originality of Liszt. It was as 
far lilack as 1850 that Liszt otmipleted lies Preludes.' 

As a medium for new works, the- overture form 
seems doomed. Richard S'tnuse, Racihiid^nlnpv, 
SlbeUvis and many others have shown , too,. vell^the 
posi^biUties ctf- 'the freer Tone Poem. Its .place., is 
secure, however, by vhrtue of its, lole in . miideal 
history. Nor do the finest overtures seem destined 
to oblivion.

Boxin^i^ The Manly Art

The Right Cross ....... 

fpHE straight right cross to' the Jaw .ls Just.about the hardest, the most 
effective and the most potent punch there is hi the game. It is used 
by most amateurs and professionals as the sleep producing blow and 
generally serves as the follow up and the fhiale to a straight left to the 
head or a hook to the body or jaw. It fomu with either left hand blow 
th^t devafitathig combination known as thé one two punch, 
.«j^^p^gjjnwiority of instructors will emphasize the importance of never 
iOleadUiK^wlth^the right In order to eliminate any change of leaving your- 
self wide open for a counter-blçw from either of your opponent's hands. 
But hi my estimation this dangerous lead can be attempted, the ability 
and speed of the exptonent's right hand of course behig the deciding 
factors in the matter of success, siiould he i>e gifted with plenty of 
speed' 'and power, and hi addition boasts vthe ability of behig able to 
lyeave, 'duck and block a blo^ effectively, ' bësldes being confident that 
hls'biow carries plenty of kick ^d tiiat his swift moving feet can slilft 
him about, he certainly is under po risk of suicide should he occasionally 
wlilp over the right cross. The succèsij of thisJ)low lies in the element 
of surprise and tiius it must be performed at rare intervals only, although 
this naturally depends on Uie types and calibre Of the opposite man hi 
the ring. . 

Adapt Youxself In The Ring 

|F''he^cw|j^ tiihikèr. you can feint' him into an. opening with the left, 
-Un, an^hen^flash across l^e right;'8ucee8s is practically assured in 
this ca^provided you cover With' the left and duck to the right. If on 
'J;t]ie. otiiei' hand he is the short and stocky type v/ith a penchant for 
'plugging ^ end wild swhiglng, different tactics must be adopted. Shptild 
you be well equipped with a fast left, mainly the straight punch to the 
head,, and, what Is far more Important, have a kick hi your right cross, 
tlien you can make full use of it without Incurring risks yourself. This 
statement Is alîo qualified by the provision that you be adept enough to 
weave or duck away from any return punch. You can only beat this 
'èype of fighter. by oulboxlni and outguessing hhn, and the right cross 
attack is at one time both the easiest to perfect an0 tiie liardest to ayoid. 

Ready tO take full use' îtf- tiie speed in your left hand, and keeping 
your right hand cocked to the chin prepared at a moment's notice" to 
. let fly. carefully watch the antic3 of your stocky opponent. He is about 
^0 rush you> his arms behhid telegraphing his punches and swinging 
jwildly. Step back, keephig covered, and thus avoid both hairmakers. 
Now draw up hJs guard by snapping â straight left to the head dnd tiién'

'With; the 
ieftrhuid well, forward and all senses alert to detect your opponents right, 
•-keep covered with' your own right and as he shoots forward his, tap the 
. blow -lightly to the right side witli the forearm of the left. Just a light 
thrust is sufficient to tlu-ow the averàge 'boxer off bailance, providing 
he uses the orthodox stance. • ' ■ ' 

You will be continually advised to faU back am your left as s point 
getter and hi many cases to emri^Ui(aiS|^|8her, with the left book 
for histance, and to let tàié x^0i^m6e^iaSlt, but do not forget that 
you have a right, use it not tmly as a method of defence but also for 
all it is worth as a punishing blow, at rare intervals. The right cross 
when tuned to perféetipn is in my oplnionrttae:daiddy of them all. Talks 
on hifighting and footwork will be found'in the next article, which 
prhnàilly deab with the straight left to the body.

(Continued from page l)v 
fought it with aU the powers of pen 
and influence at his command. His 
tone was violent, but at a time when 
the Ufe of the country was slowly 
being strangled, it needed a two- 
edged Bword to combat the danger. 
Judghig everything by the light of 
reason, that -was his creed. 

Emotional ' Factor 
Rousseau was the fbrst intellectual 
to represent reaUy' the fecUngs of 
the common ' people. Moreover he 
injected hito the revolutionary move- 
ment a feeling of emotion , ivhich it 

had . hither.to .^Pj^^Mj^Hl^^P^ ^'^ 
gave ' it impetus : at^^ 
Diderot and the Encyclopedists af- 
fected the national life of the comi- 
try on all sides, and were the ardent 
champions of freedom of thought and 
expression. 

Gertrude Wasserman, in criticizing 
the writers, stated that the revolu- 
tionary movement whicli they gave 
so much life to, resulted 
structlon 

as well as that which was useless. 
Deism, as advpcated by Voltaire, was 
a poor -jubstitutc for the Christian 
religion, and as a moral guide ' for 
the nation as a whole, impossible and 
impracticable. They placed too much 
reliance In the Infallibility Tof the 
powers : of rëàsonitig, in fact, made - it 
almost a fanatleiism. 

Inconsistency 
•They, lacked political insight, and 
in their cry for liberty and human 
rights were - inconsistent, for when 
Other groups win be led by some 
[members of the staff. 

ey 'spoke' of the riglits of man- 
kind, they completely ignored its 
other, half, the women, as any one 
reading Rousseau or^ Diderot will s<!e. 
Altogether, the writers were too opti- 
mistic in the existence of a divine 
harmony in nature (and consequently, 
in society) when,, as a matter of fact, 
nature represents a constant struggle 
for survival of the fittest. 'Thehr ideas 
on" liberty were typlcaUy bourgeois, 
and as such suited to them; but It 
practically meant the disregarding of 
that numerically superior clement, 
the proletariat; what the latter need- 
ed was not bourgeois liberty, but 
Justice.
